(4 ) The Govement of India are in agreement with this 

recommendation and would accordingly urge the State 
Governments concerned lo consider mudifying their 

laws on the subject. 
(5 ) & (0 ) Both these recommendations are interlinked The 

underlying idea behind both of them is to make the 
Hotel Indusliy eligable for loans and / or finanaal 
abistance The Government 18 of the view that in 
order to enable the Hotel Industry , which plays an 
important part in the development of tourim in India 
and in the carning of foreigū exchange, all reasonable 
financial assistance by way of loans whould be given

interested in investing their money in this industry 
However , steps will be taken to check all malprac 
Lices in the hotel industry and particularly for 
preventing interlocking arrangemaits between hotelier 
ing and shop keeping 


The remaining recommendations are of a general and minoi 
nature and have been noted for dealing with day-to-day hotel 
problems
